" Brown, the colored editor, who is 
interesting himself in the movement, 
says 28 colored boys and girls from 
Hopkinsville are away this year at- 
^> tending schools and colleges .in other

be on the L. & N. north of town.

railroads and other great corpora- 
tions; and. my friends, as long as 
the American people understand that 
the purpose of the national lncorpor 
atlons Is to take out of the hands of 
the people of the state the control of 
their state affairs, and carry that con- 
trol to Washington, and place It down 
there where It Is almost Impossible 
to reach your representatives. ther« 
will be a revulsion of feeling against 
that doctrine as against the doctrine 
announced in California, and you will 
And the American people. Republican 
as well as Democrats, lining up In be- 
half of the doctrine set forth In the 
constitution, that while congress is 
supreme In the affairs of Interstate 
commerce, the state is supreme In the 
control of the things that concern lt3 
own people and Its own people alone.

"In 1S75, Col. James B. McCreary 
Gen. John S. Williams and Col. J. 
Stoddard Johnston were candidates 
for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor of Kentucky, and the spir- 
ited contest offered good opportuni- 
ties for a correspondent. In tho^e 
days the county conventions were 
not held simultaneously as after- 
wards became the rule, and each 
county committee called the con 
vention for such day as suit*-d it. 
This guve the candidates opportuni- 
ties to attend many conventions, and 
press their claims. I recall having 
reported the proceedings of the con- 
vention held in Hopkinsville which 
was attended by Gen. Williams and 
Col. Johnston, and which was "a 
warm member'' from start to finish. 
I have no recollection of another 
ountv convention which made 
much unnecessary noise. There was 
a large empty box in the court room 
upon which some enterprising gen- 
tlemen played the Devil's Tattoo 
unceasingly, while others yelled an 
accompaniment.

McCreary, 
who became Governor, was a Lieu- 
tenant Colonel in Gen. Morgan's 
command; Williams was a Brigadier 
General of cavalry, while Johnston 
was a Colonel and Assistant Adju- 
on the staff of Gen. 
John C. Breckinridge. The post 
bellum manufactory for turning 
out Generals, Colonels, Majors and 
the like from the ranks of men who 
served as Sergeants, Corporals and 
privates in the Confederate army 
had not then begun operations, 
have an affectionate regard for my 
old and true comrades in the army, 
but have never been favorable to the 
making of Generals out of all sorts 
of material years after the war has 
closed. The future historian will 
have difficulty in finding what be- 
came of us old fellows who carried 
guns in ihe ranks. There di 
seem to be any of us left even at 
thisdite.

he should pay it before the first of 
November it would only cost him 
$1.50, and as the county pays the 
delinquent tax collector 40 cents on 
the dollar for collecting the taxes, 
the county would only get 9« cents 
for each poll collected after it is 
termed delinquent. So you can 
readily see that it is to your interest 
to propose to the tax payer whom 
you have employed to let you pay 
his taxes when you come in to pay 
yours'and make it up in the settle- 
ment.

St. Louis, Oct. 22.-Scattered 
through the state of Ohio, with one 
or two trailing in the vicinity of the 
Great Lakes and another last heard 
from in Catham, Ont, all nine of the 
big balloons participating in the sec- 
ond international aeronautic cup 
races were still in the air to-night. 
HERSEY LANDS. 

Caledonia, Ont., Oct. 22.— The 
balloon, the United States, of which 
Maj. H. B. Hersey, of the United 
States weather bureau at Washing- 
ton, is the pilot, landed about twelve 
milee south of Hamilton, Ont.. at 
6:15 p. m. The United States crossed 
the state of Illinois, thence across 
Lake Michigan and Lake St. Clair to 
the middle of Lake Erie, when a 
change of wind carried it north into 
Canada to the place of landing. 

The distance from St. Louis to 
Hamilton on an air line is approxi- 
mately 620 miles. Therefore the 
United States traveled about 610 
miles, which is far ahead of the rec- 
ord made in the European races by 
Lieut. Lahm. whose balloon won the 
international cup by sailing from 
Paris to a point in England 402 miles 
distant.
